r lERE WAS no hint by Mr. Pearson in his pre¬ 
election campaign of April laot that his contribu¬ 
tory portable pension plan could be impractictible. 
This was one of the mu^ vaunted planks of the Lib- 
eraJ platform. 

Now the prime minister is not so sure abcxit the 
plan, in fact he sounds very doubtful about it The 
co-operation of the provinces, and of Ontario above 
till, is essential. 

In tps pre-session television talk to the natioa 
on Sunday last the prime minister said that lack of 
Ontario participation in this proposed penkon sc h eme 
would lead to revision and probably cause It to be 
Bcrapped altogether.

Even without Quebec a national plan would atill 
be possible, but only if Ontario comes into It. 

Mr. Pearson did not (|uestion the right of any 
province to act in its own interests, but in the man¬ 
ner of his reference he put the onas of success for 
a national plan on the Ontario govemment Ihat at 
least was the implication quickly noted by polltkal 
rammentators, who have suggested that to excuoe 
failure the prime minister could put the Marne on 
Ontario. 

Apparently Quebec can be absolved for running 
Its own pension scheme but not Ontario ahould the 
latter follow suit.

South's hand was worth a game invitation, but his 
obvious hid al three diamonds was slichtiy inferior. 
In this situatkto it is beet to bid a suit which needs 
some support, as the diamond suit was too atrong. Three 
ehjbs would have been a better choice, but as it hap¬ 
pened. North was strong enough to bid game in any 
event — aithough he anxiously regarded his diamond 
holding as a liability. 

Declarer won the heart lead in dummy, cashed the 
spade king and led towards his hand. Missing five 
trumps including the queen, it la usually right to fin¬ 
esse. bat declarer saw that It tvould be wrong here. 
A losing finesse would immediatei} be fatal, but whan 
the queen failed to drop imder the ace. he still retained 
a good chance. He pl^ed diamonds. In the hope that 
the defender rvith the trump queen would be unable 
to ruff the third round. West followed suit, grinding 
his teeth, and dummy's heart was discarded. Smith 
ruffed Ms heart loser and nr)ade 10 tricks without any 
trouble.
